: Turner publicly deplored the hu- 
man experimentation aspects of MK- 
ULTRA- last month. Full records on 
the CIA mind-control programs were 
destroyed by Gottlieb just before he 
retired in 1973, according to secret 
testimony by Gottlieb to the Senate . 
Intelligence Committee last year. Dur- 
ing that testimony Gottlieb insisted 
he had forgotten most of the details
